IN 80UTHSAN FRANCISCO 

100-Room Hotel Being Built; Factories Double 
Equipment; Homes and Apartments Under 

Construction. 

Work has commenced on the “Golden Eagle,” a 100-room hotel being 
built for S. Gianella, who is now proprietor of the South City Hotel. The 
new structure will be located at the corner of San Bruno road and Pine 
avenue, and will cover an area of 75x150 feet. An imposing entrance, flanked 
by two large lights, is the principal feature of the front elevation. The 
building will be two storiles in height, the first floor devoted to large lobby, 
lounging and reading rooms, barber shop, billiard room and a dining room 
31x52 feet, in addition to sleeping rooms. The second floor will be given 
over entirely to sleeping rooms. Every room will have hot and cold running 
water; one shower bath and one tub bath will be installed to every seven 
rooms. There will be no bar on the premises and no intoxicating liquors of 
any character wil be served. 

Kates for board will be nominal, and the table to be set will be of such 
a character that it is expected the hotel will always have a waiting list of 
workmen. 

The building will be ready for occupancy about November 1. 

PREST-O-LITE ADDS TO PLANT. 

The $30,000 acetylene charging plant of the Prest-O-Lite Company is 
practically completed and will be in operation within a week. The structure 
is 54x150 feet and is of pressed brick and concrete throughout. This addition 
to the local plant became necessary owing to the increased demand for the 
company’s products. 

The factory here is further asking authority from the home office of the 
Prest-O-Lite Company to construct a large warehouse on the unused ground 
of the plant. Due to war conditions it cannot yet be announced whether this 
construction work will be approved. 

IMPROVEMENTS AT SHIP WORKS. 

The Schaw-Batcher Company Ship Works is building, at a cost of 
$10,000, new offices inside the plant which will be occupied by plant superin¬ 
tendents and yard foremen. The structure, which is of frame, will be built 
as an addition to the present plant offices, which are separate from the gen¬ 
eral offices of the company. 

To provide adequate fire protection to the great ship works a 50,000- 
gallon tank, elevated on a 90-foot tower, has recently been built. There has 
also been installed two 750-gallon fire pumps, which pump salt water direct 
from the bay at 100 pounds pressure. The plant is now protected by an 
automatic box fire alarm system. The work has all been installed under the 
direction of N. A. Wright, engineer. 

ENTERPRISE FOUNDRY BUSY. 

Another 114-ton capacity electric steel furnace has been added to the 
two already in operation at the Enterprise Foundry. 

The demand for the new type gas engine now being made by this com¬ 
pany has necessitated an enlargement of the floor space devoted to their 
assembling and a doubling of the force of mechanics engaged in their manu¬ 
facture. New mills for the cleaning of castings have been built to expedite 
the work of milling, resulting in more speedy deliveries of the company’s 
products. 

HAGE BUILDING APARTMENTS. 

The apartment house being built by G. W. Hage in the upper Grand 
avenue section is rearing rapidly. It will be two stories in height and will 
have eight apartments. Reservations have already been made, and the de- | 
mands for homes are so great that there is little question but what the ] 
apartments will all be spoken foi, at a rental which will offer a fair return 
on the investment, long before the building is ready for occupanyey. 

Building of private homes is progressing satisfactorily in spite of the 
present high cost of building material and labor. 

ADDED EQUIPMENT FOR WATER WORKS. 

The unprecedented growth of the residential and industrial sections of 
the city having outstripped the old equipment of the Water Company, new 
machinery is being rapidly installed to keep pace with the city’s growth. It 
is expected that the work will be finished within a week or ten days. The 
officials anticipated that this work would have been completed a month ago, 
but war conditions causing a delay in delivery prevented. According to 
statements of the directors there is an abundance of water for all, as the 
source of supply is sufficient. Meeting the demand is only a matter of ma¬ 
chinery installation.

Legislature to Be Asked to Pass Enabling Act 
Which Will Level AH Land to South 
San Francisco. 

The Industrial Development Committee of the Civic League of Improve¬ 
ment Clubs, at a meeting of the Civic League held in the Assembly Hull of 
the Phelan Building on Monday night, had a resolution passed to submit an 
enabling act, prepared by the League, to the next session of the Legislature 
to permit of the leveling of Hunters Point and neighboring elevations. The 
further plan is to use the material removed therefrom to till in the adjacent 
lands in the Islais creek district to the harbor line for industrial sites, and 
establish a free port. It is the belief of the committee, which is composed of 
P. R. Thompson (chairman), George Skaller, Senator M. B. Johnson and 
Assemblyman F. L. Eksward, that great industrial possibilities would ac¬ 
crue to San Francisco and the ‘peninsula by leveling Hunters Point and 
liydraulicing and removing the entire mountain ridge up to and including 
South San Francisco. The greatest advantage to be gained is the providing 
this for a proper site for a free port. 

“The only territory in San Francisco susceptible of industrial develop¬ 
ment of a magnitude necessary to insure full growth lies along the bay shore 
line,” says the committee in its report. “This is because it lias (lie only per¬ 
manent deep-water frontage on the bay and is practically vacant as far as 
South San Francisco. It Is vacant because of the elevated and precipitous 
character of Hunters Point district and because the tide and swamp lines 
have not been tilled. Conditions created in the laying out of the city dictate 
that this territory be put In shape to accommodate industry and commerce if 
San Francisco is to attain its position of a world port of the first, class, which 
advantages of location with respect to the markets of the world make natu¬ 
rally possible.” 

The committee further points out that the destiny of San Francisco lies 
in the fostering of commerce with the hundreds of millions of people in the 

Orient and the countries in South and Central A.. tributary to the Pacific 

ocean. The new plan would increase the acreage on and adjacent to Hunters 
Point from 241(1 to 1S4I4I. 

CITY’S GROWTH SOUTH. 

J. C. Kortlck, chairnii.. the Supervisors* Commercial Development 

Committee, says the Hunters Point project will create the character of land 
and permit the installation of the high type of facilities demanded by first- 
class industries, and that the extension of the switching limits will consoli¬ 
date the city’s industrial district and provide low-priced land for other classes 
of industry. He says the city’s immediate growth is to the south and into 
San Mateo county.

Effective during August and Sep¬ 
tember, except Saturdays, Sundays 
and legal holidays, no electricity shall 
lie used for advertisements, notices, 
announcements or signs designating 
the location of any business or the 
nature of any business. This is part 
of the ruling of the United States Fuel 
Administration. 

The order further forbids the using 
of lights in the interior of stores, 
offices, or other places of business, 
when such stores are not open for 
business. 

An acute shortage of water power, 
because of an unusually dry winter, 
faces war industries, shipyards and 
other manufacturing enterprises of 
vital necessity to the successful 
prosecution of the war.

Sadakichi Hartmann, poet, artist, 
lecturer and philosopher, missing 
link between the Oriental East and 
the Occidental West, is looking for a 
job to keep him out of jail, following 
instructions from Superior Judge 
George H. Buck last week that he 
must work or fight or be locked up. 
Hartmann has left his home at Far- 
allone, where he dwelt in intellectual 
luxury amid other artists and 
authors, and is now living in San 
Mateo. His wife and three children 
are with him. % 

“Materialism holds sway over in¬ 
tellect and a judge in a country 
town effects to direct the destinies 
of genius.” 

That is what Hartmann said 
Wednesday at his San Mateo home 
after trying at the Scliaw-Batcher 
j plant for a job, as per orders. He 
continued: 

“It is indeed many a long day since 
we poets could foregather and ex¬ 
change our thoughts and so increase 
fecundity of brain, for on exchange 
of thought does intellect thrive. 

“But now it seems that the only 
place we may meet is before the 
cynic face of a time-clock, garbed in 
the attire of labor and with our 
bodies well oiled with the grease of 
industry. 


“Yes, 1 tried for a job. I applied at 
the Scliaw-Batcher plant. They had 
no clerical work. Look at me. Am I 
fit for a riveter? Any foreman who 
had me under his hands for twenty- 
four hours would give me the swift 
bounce and be prayerfully thankful to 
be rid of me. 

“Yet it seems that a job in a 
shipyard is the correct thing now¬ 
adays. Why, l know former authors, 
artists, poets, journalists and lawyers 
and all manner of professional men 
who have gone to work at these ship 
plants where they can make better 
money. They are merging their in¬ 
tellects with the coarseness that 
comes of manual labor. 

“I guess it’s jail or work, though. 
Yet even jail is not without its elu¬ 
sive charm. I was three days in the 
county jail at Redwood City. The 
beans and mush were excellent and 
Bill Hogan, without regard for tho 
thoughts imprinted thereon, used the 
Saturday Evening Post for cigarette 
papers and napkins. Three feedings 
—I would not say meals—a day, a 
comfortable room and bed—what 
more could any poet want?

OUTWIT HUN SPIES 

By JOHN R. RATHOM 
(Editor Providence Journal.) 


(Continued from last week.) 

The only official method of prevent¬ 
ing us at home from being stabbed in 
the back during the progress of this 
work is a body of men underpaid and 
overworked, who cannot legitimately 
cover the three largest cities in the 
United States, let alone the United 
States itself. This is a condition 
which must be changed, and which 
must be changed at once. 

Now, I want to speak for a few 
minutes—I have run over some of 
these things very rapidly, just to give 
you a fair suggestion of what we have 
been trying to do for three years— 
about a phase of the subject that is 
not as well understood as it might be. 
I refer to the question of German 
atrocity. We all saw the Bryce re¬ 
ports. We have all seen the French 
official statements and the Belgian 
official statements. We have heard 
these gentlemen who have been at the 
front tell us from time to time things 


that they have seen. And yet, many 
of us could not credit, could not 
understand a people gone crazy with 
the lust of power to the extent that 
they should do many of the things 
that we have been told they did. I j 
hardly believed some of these things [ 
myself, until one day I was forced to 
believe them, and I want to tell you 
frankly how. 

j I am by birth an Australian. I have 
lived in this country for nearly thirty 
! years, but my birthplace is Australia, 
a r%public in everything but name, 
and the country which I think ap¬ 
proaches nearest to the United States 
j and Canada in ideals of government, I 
| decency and honor, of any other na- 
! tion in the world. 

A few months ago, several hundred 
invalid Australian officers put in at 
! Fortress Monroe for coal on their way 
down through the canal. They came 
ashore, and they talked to several of 
us who were down there at the time J 
watching our own fleet come in from 
the south. And these Australians, j 
men whose tenderness with a foreign < 
foe I can understand, and I think you < 
can understand, told me—these l 

officers—that after one battle on a i 
certain day two Australian regiments ] 
had gone over the entire field and had l 
killed without merey or pity every c 
wounded German on that field. And 
they told me why; that two days be¬ 


fore they had found five Australian 
Red Cross nurses, men nurses, cru¬ 
cified to barn doors with swords; and 
that on that morning, before they 
drove the Germans out of this village, 
j a French major who w^.s on the end 
of the Australian line, on the flank of 
the Australian line on the attack, 
came to the Australian colonel of the 
regiment, and taking him by the lapel i 
of his coat pulled him across to a I 
little village butcher shop, the only ! 
one in the village, where, hanging to 
eleven meat hooks, were the bodies of 
eleven little boys, caught by the 
throat on these meat hooks. 

Now, I might not have believed 
that; but, when these men, friends of ■ 
mine, told me that they had stood and 
watched two Australian regiments go I 
over a field next day and kill every 
one of the Germans, I knew that the | 
stories of these atrocities were abso- ! 
lutely true. I did not need any further . 
proof at all. 

We have been preaching, in the east 
at least, for many months past, that 
one tremendous weakness of our Gov- I 
ernment to-day was the fact that we 
had not declared war against Austria. 
When you consider that the Germans | 
largely planned all these atrocities 
here in this country, the blowing up ! 
of plants, the murder of hundreds of

TO RECRVjT NURSES 

UNITED STATES ARMY SURGEON 
MAKES STRONG APPEAL TO PA- 
TRIOTIC WOMEN. 


Mrs. Abbe P. Scott has been ap¬ 
pointed recruiting officer in this city 
for the big campaign that is to be 
conducted throughout the country 
during the next two weeks urging 
young women to enroll in the United 
States Student Nurse Reserve. 

Full information concerning the en¬ 
rollment may be obtained from 2 to 
4 p. m. at the Red Cross Shop, where 
headquarters have been established. 

The following strong appeal has 
been sent out by Surgeon-General W. 
C. Gorgas of the United States army, 
urging the young women of the coun¬ 
try to enroll in the Student Nurse 
Service: 

“To the Editor: 

“I want every young woman in the 
country, every woman between 19 
and 35, to read carefully what I have 
to say and give it earnest attention. 
It is a message which every girl 
ought to welcotne, because it tells of 
an opportunity to help the nation. 
The army and the country face a 
shortage of nurses. The army alone 
will require something like twenty- 
five thousand nurses by the first of 
next January. We have secured about 
thirteen thousand of this number. We 
need twelve thousand more. We have 
got to have them or the army will 
run short, and this would be an out¬ 
come incredible and intolerable to the 
American people. Only graduate 
nurses who have been through the full 
course of training are available for 
this high service. These nurses have 
to be taken out of the hospitals and 
from care of sick at home. This 
means that when we recruit our full 
quota for the army their places in the 
civil communities must be filled. 
Hence this call for student nurses to 
fill the vacancies perhaps for profes¬ 
sional services, and meanwhile to 
make it possible for our hospitals, 
both civil and military, to carry on, 
and for the American people to hold 
the health standards of the country 
as high as they have ever been held 
in times of peace. If I were a young 
woman and wanted to do my country 
the greatest service in my power, I 
should go at once to the nearest re¬ 
cruiting station of the Woman’s Com¬ 
mittee of the Council of National De¬ 
fense and enroll in the United States 
Student Nurse Service. The enroll¬ 
ment would at once make me a candi¬ 
date for the Army Nursing School or 
for one of the civilian training schools 
for nurses. I cannot conceiVe of aj 
more valuable service, or a more 
womanly service. I can give every 
girl who enrolls in the service my 
personal assurance that she is mak¬ 
ing herself count, and I should be 
ashamed of any woman who did nat 
long with all her heart and soul to 
make herself count in the defeat of 
Germany.”

When any utility becomes a neces¬ 
sity for the people, as the railroads 
have, it should be owned by the peo¬ 
ple and operated in their interest. 

So long as these great industries 
are controlled by individuals and cor¬ 
porations there will be clashes of in¬ 
terests. 

Dividends Main Object. 

Railroads have been conducted for 
the purpose of paying dividends—too 
often on watered stocks—and exces¬ 
sive salaries to a favored class of 
officials. 

In order to do this the safety of 
passengers and property has been 
many times menaced tlirough neglect 
of tracks •and equipment; extensions 
needed for the proper development of 
communities have not been built; 
wages of employees have been cut to 
a point below the standard of right 
living: excessive rates have been 
charged shippers. 

Under government ownership serv¬ 
ice would be the object. 

All charges would be adjusted to 
meet legitimate expenses, providing 
for a surplus, such as would be neces¬ 
sary to extend and Improve traffic, 
replace equipment and protect the 
lives and property of patrons and em¬ 
ployees, and for the payment of just 
wages. 

There would be no interest to meet, 
no bonds to redeem, no dividends to 
pay. 

For Benefit of Many. 

All receipts would be utilized for 
the benefit of the many and not of the 
few. 

With public utilities In the hands of 
the people, official corruption would 
largely disappear. 

Who in the past have bought legis¬ 
latures and corrupted courts? Where 
have the greatest scandals originated? 

In the efforts of corporations con¬ 
trolling public utilities to influence 
legislation and to direct decisions b£ 
courts.
